Applicable standards include the
designated beneficial uses, the adopted water quality objectives, and the State’s antidegradation
policy. The section 303(d) list must include the water quality limited segments, associated _
pollutants, and a priority ranking of the waters for purposes of developing Total Maxinmum Daily
Loads (TMDLs) in the next two years. A TMDL is the maximum load of a pollutant that can be
present in a water body without exceeding water quality standards. States are required to submit
the section 303(d) list and TMDL priorities to the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency for
approval in even numbered years.
